The entire wing of a building 
was doEolished, but the nan under whose room the dynamit was place was unhurt. Low that 
job v/as subcontracted at least fiTO tines and, when finally dme, brought the aajx who 
set the dynamite in place and exploded it less than it woulu coet you to take £» to a 
decent mal in -*ew York City. 

If there is reason to have c^uoations about Killians, they are not indicated on that 
page or in ttiat footnote. It is not xhe function of defense counsel to get his client 
to spill hia guts in court or to a writer.
